a lift over tho falls. 


Well, anyway, the commissioner 


question came, back to Massachusett 
a convert to the belief of the Ixiwe 
Fish and Game association that th 
pollution from the mills along: the Mer- 
rimack river would not prevent the 
return of the salmon providing the 
.necessary fishways were installed, and 
there Is every reason to believe that 
these will be installed before tho late 
fall.
